The Hurston Museum acknowledges 
with thanks its Christmas gift

The 1993 holiday season 
began for the Zora Neale 
Hurston Roof Garden Museum 
in May, when a five-month 
long dialogue was initiated by 
school board of Palm Beach 
County staffers concerning-the 
possible donation of an old 
school building tothe museum. 
Although the dialogue con- 
cerned a “gift” to the museum, 
it was not an easy dialogue, 
because the acceptance of the 
"gift" building required a 
supreme leap of faith for.every- 
one affiliated with the Hurston 
Museum, The - building, 
although "free" -- a gift-- need- 


ed to’ be moved from its home 


at Belle "Glade Elementary ` 
School. And, it wa®the moving 

~of the building that: would not - 
be a gift. 

The moving. of this building’. 
would require staff, board-and 
supporters of the museum’ to 
stretch the limits of their col- 
lective intellect and wallets. It 
would require them to learn 
about processes and proce- 
dures that tiot only were new 
to them, but were not required 
for any museum sey. And, 


` it would require a fund raising 
effort that would be short- 


` term, though major. It would 


require the help of very past 
and current supporter, plus the 
development of a message that 
would attract new support. 
This year the Zora Neale 
Hurston Roof Garden Museum 
has felt the spirit of giving in a 


| way that would be overwhelm- 


ing to the average person. In 
fact, if each person affiliated 
‘with the museum were to 
stand alone as a recipient of 
the 1993 gifts to the institu- 
tion, it would be too much for 
one alone to accept. We thank 
God that we have not had to 
stand alone and that in stand- 
ing together we recognize a 
community much larger than 
that of our standard definition 
that has pulled beside us to 
guarantee our momentum. 

First; the school board of 
Palm Beach.County donated a 
5,700 square foot building and 
with the building, the $20,000 
budget previously allocated for 
its demolition. Secondly, the 
Palm Beach County Commis- 
sion agreed to lease land inside 
Pioneer Park forthe location of 
the building there. - 

The Belle Glade community 
came together.

Interior Department walked out of the Ever- 

glades restoration talks after refusing to repudi- 

ate a Corps of Engineers study that calls for 

flooding their lands and eliminating ferming in 
South Florida. 

The plan would do`to'South Florida farmers 
what the Missouri River did to farmers in the 
Midwest — wipe them out, in our case, forever. If 
the government had repudiated this Great 
Flood of '93 plan, I believe we would have an 
Everglades agreement today. 

The issue came up only recently, when we 
learned that the very people who were negotiat- 
ing with us ~ in particular, Assistant Secretary 
Geroge T. Frampton Jr. d also’ convened in 
secret from us an administration-wide task 
force on Everglades restoration. the task force 


over South Florida, the Corps of Engineers is 
givign every indication they intend to imple- 
ment. 

In the last several weeks we have repeatedly 
asked Interior to repudiate the study and guar- 
antee that it is administration policy to stick by 
the commitments Secretary Babbit made in 
signing the Statement of Principles on Ever- 
glades Restoration in July. We understand that 
the administration cannot bind Congress, but 
that.is not what we are after. We want a guar- 
antee of an executive branch policy that has 
alreay been handed down. 

In reply, Secretary Babitt's office has told us 
by letter that everything was going “according 
to (the Secretary's) instructions." And the Inte- 
rior'team has refused to repudiate the Framp- 
ton’s Flood study. 

As of Thursday afternoon, (Dec. 16) this issue 
remined unresolved. We felt, however, that, as it 
was a complete violation of the July Babbitt 
Agreement, something could be worked out. 

Since talks resumed in September, all farmers 
have asked on any issue is that the federal gov- 
ernment honor the commitments it made in

produced the study, and with hearings on it all- 


„July. The Babbit “Agreement included a map 


that specified which farmlands were to be flood- 
ed and which were not. We couldn't believe that 
the government's people would just throw the 
Babbitt Agreement in the waste basket. Appar- 
ently we were wrong. 

Money was a second problem in the talks. 

As his July 13 press conference, Secretary 
Babbitt said there was "no question” that the 
farmers would pay at most $322 million over 20 
years. 

That was more than we considered our fair 
share of the Everglades restoration bill, but 
worth doing because it meant saving 40,000 
farm-related jobs and the Everglades, as well as 
environmental peace. 

But when talks resumed in September, we 

found that $322 million had become the mini- 
mum the government expected us to pay.” 
* To keep talks going, we made a number of con- 
cessions on this issue, opening the way for sub- 
stantially higher payments after 10 eyars. Then 
the Interior came up with new demands. In par- 
ticular they wanted us to pay if the massive fil- 
ter marshes that government will design, build 
and operate don't work. 

As a compromise, we said that if we cold 
design, build and oerate the phosphorus 
removal technology, we would guarantee it. 

As of Thursday afternoon, this issue also 
remained unresolved. 

Finally the July Babbitt Agreement pledged 
the government to a policy of both restoring the 
Everglades and, quoting now, “maintaining agri- 
culture.” 

Friday morning, I was told point blank that 
preserving South Florida agriculture is not 
Administration policy. 

Apparently tellign the truth isn't policy either. 
Every oen of these problem areas cold have been 
resolved simply by sticking to the July Babbitt 
Agreement, 

Now let me make a pledge. 

The next few months may be bitter and acri- 
monious. I hope not, but they could be. But 
some time ago, I promised that, if these talks 
broke down, my company, U.S. Sugar, wold still 
make the water leaving our land as clean as the 
water that comes from rain, irrigation and seep- 
age. 

For every pound of phosphorus that comes on, 
only a pound will go off. I promise now that, 
come what may, we will follow through on that 
pledge. Where I come from, people keep the 
promises they make. I've learned that's not 
Washington's way. But it is ours..
